The roast 
cooked at 500 degrees Fahrenheit 
shrank 8 four times as 
much as other. us the one cook- 
44 at the lower temperature showed 
shrinkage and as a result was 
far juicier than its unfortunate part- 
ner, and it looked better, too, for the 
outside was not charted and pulled 
away from the bones like the one cook- 
ed at the high temperature. 


No More Basting! 


We save ourselves time and trouble 
too, by allowing our roasts to baste 
themselves. This is how we do it. 
Place the meat in the roasting pan, fat 
aide uppermost so that as the heat of 
the oven penetrates the fat it will melt 
and run down over the meat. Thus 
the fat does the basting as it drips to 
the bottom of the pan. 

If the fat covering on the roast 
seems thin, place several strips of 
bacon on the top of the roast. Many 
prefer the flavor of cod fat with a beef 
roast and back fat with pork. Any of 
these fats when arranged on the top 
of the roast will successfully do the 
basting for you. 

Broiling Made Easy. 

Broiling, too, has Become a simple 
task instead of the intricate one that 
many women regard it to be. Place 
the meat on a hot broiler rack. The 
broiler or the oven should be pre- 
heated to degrees Fahrenheit, 
which is a very hot oven. Set the 
broiler pan in the oven or broiler so 
that the top of the meat is at least 
% inches from the flame or the heat- 
ing element. Allow it to cook on one 
side until it is nicely browned and 
then you will know that it is about 
half done; then turn and finish cook- 
ing on the second side. 

In broiling, too, the longer cooking 
at a greater distance from the heat

A Whole Meal. 


A planked steak has several advan- 
tages, the most obvious one being that 
it is usually a meal in itself, Vege- 
tables are nuséd as a garnish and the 
finished platter is a work of art. 

The plank may be made from any 
hard wood. Before it is used at all, 
it should be rubbed with cooking fat 
and set in a moderate oven until the 
juices cook out from the wood. Wipe 
the juices off with a paper towel and 
return the plank to the oven, repeating 
several times until no more oils cook 
out of the wood. This treatment needs 
to be done only, once for after the 
first time it is used the plank requires 
little attention. 

In this recipe for planked steak, I 
suggest that one of the vegetables be 
nests of 1 — To make these nests 
the cooked spinach should be thorough- 
ly drained. Then a small quantity, 
about half a cup, is shaped with the 
fingers so that it looks like a nest, 
with a hollow jn the center in which 
diced cooked carrots are pl I am 
suggesting rice as a change from pota- 
toes with this meal, as the combina- 
tion of rice and meat is perfectly de- 
licious and too seldom used. 


Planked Steak. 

One porterhouse steak, 2 inches 
thick. 

Two cups boiled rice. 

Six medium onions. 

One cup cooked diced carrots. 

Two cups cooked spinach. 

Broil steak on one side until nicely 
browned. Place the steak on a plank 
with the cooked side down. Arrange 
the cooked onions and the spinach 
nests, filled with diced carrots, around 
the steak. Make a border of the cook- 
ed rice around the edge of the plank 
and brush the rice lightly with melted 
butter. Place the plank in the broiler 
until the second side of the steak is 
broiled and ‘the vegetables are nicely 
browned. If desired, the steak can 
be spread with butter and finely chop- 
ped parsley. 

Roasting Crown Roast. 

And here is another new wrinkle in 
meat cookery which makes the prepa- 
ration of a crown roast no trick at all. 
Remember how we used to stick pieces 
of fat meat or dough balls on the rib 
ends and how these always used to 
defy us by jumping off while the roast 
was cooking? ell, you can overcome

Crown Roast of Pork. 

Have the crown prepared at the 
market, Wipe with a damp cloth and 
thoroughly rub with salt and pepper. 
Arrange the roast in a dripping pan 
so that the rib ends are down and the 
meaty part of the roast uppermost. 
Place in a moderate oven ( degrees 
Fahrenheit) and cook until done, As 
the méat cooks the fat and liquid will 
bathe the bones so they will not be- 
come too brown. Put the meat into a 
moderate oven and do not cover. Ifa 
roast meat thermometer is used, cook 
the meat until the thermometer reg- 
isters 185 degrees Fahrenheit. Allow 
about 30 minutes per pound. To 
serve, fill the center of the crown with 
a cooked head of cauliflower or other 
vegetable. Slip paper frills over the 
ribs or decorate with radishes.

Dr. Ellis A. Fuller, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, Atlanta, preach- 
ed Sunday morning on “Here Am 
I, Send Me” (Isaiah 6:8). An ab- 
stract of his sermon follows: 

“Isaiah Had just experienced a mar- 
velous vision in which he saw the 
Lord sitting _— a throne with the 
seraphim standing above Him, each 
having six wings and shouting ‘Holy, 
holy, holy is Jehovah of, hosts.’ Then 
with the foundations of the threshold 
shaking and in the smoke which fill- 
ed the house, Isaiah, in penitent con- 
fession, cries ‘Woe is me, for I am 
undone; because I am a man of un- 
clean lips.’ His eyes had seen both 
his own sinfulness and the holiness 
of the King. Straightway the seraphim 
took a live coal from off the altar 
and with it touched the lips of Isaiah, 
saying, ‘Lo, this hath touched thy 
lips; and thine iniquity is taken 
away and thy sin forgiven.’ At this 
point, the Lord Himself, looking out 
upon the vast fields of service that 
awaited the ministry of His servant; 
shouted, ‘Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?’ It was in re- 
sponse to this question that Isaiah, 
whose iniquity had been taken away, 
exclaimed immediately, ‘Here I am, 
send me.’ : 

It is the implications of this state- 
ment that furnish me with my mes- 
sage for this hour. 

What Utterance Reveals. 

“Let us look first to what this sim- 
ple utterance reveals with respect to 
the attitude which men should take 
toward the tasks which God: assigns 
them in this world. tasiat 2 

“The statement, ‘Here am I,’ is ex- 
ceedingly emphatic. The arrangement 
of the words indicates a fervor of 
soul which makes a man plastic and 
pliable like clay in a potter’s hands, 
a state of mind which is made pos- 
sible only by the cleansing powers of 
God operating in him and which is 
positively essential for service in the 
Kingdom of God. 

“It is this attitude which inspires 
a man to volunteer to do the work 
of God. Oftentimes we wonder why 
people are so slow to give of their 
time, talent, money and life in the 
service which will enrich them, not 
only in the world to come, but also 
in this one. Upon reflection the rea- 
son becomes exceedingly obvious. They 
have not undergone an experience with 
God, whereby they become molten in 
genuine repentance. When the puri- 
fying coal from God's altar touches 
their lips, takes away their iniquity, 
forgives their sin, in gratitude they 
respond as volunteers and we hear 
them shouting one by one, ‘Here am 
I, send me.’ 

Volunteering Insufficient. 


“But volunteering isn’t quite 
enough. To appear before God to re- 
port for service is the result of one 
attitude, but placing yourself in the 
hands of God for any assignment of 
duty which He may see fit to make 
is the result of even a deeper expe- 
rience. It is no small achievement to 
be able to look God in the face know- 
ing that He at the same time is look- 
ing into the very secret recesses of 
your being, and say, ‘Send me.’ This 
demands complete surrender, the pos- 
itively yielded life. 

“But the person who voluntarily 
surrenders to God must realize that 
his work will be definitely assigned 
to him. Perhaps we oftentimes re- 
verse the divine order. Upon our own 
initiative and out of our own desires 
we search out a task to be done. We 
do it, and then report it to God for 
His approval. Doing with all our 
might whatever our hands find to do 
may be all right or it may be all 
wrong. God Himself is the director 
of individual lives and through the 
Divine Spirit He assigns specific 
tasks to carefully chosen individuals, 

“Along with this watching there 
must be patient waiting. With a whole 
world lying in darkness He command- 
ed the early Christians to wait, to 
tarry in Jerusalem, not because the 
harvest was not yet rife, but because 
the reapers were not yet ready. It is 
man’s job to volunteer, to surrender 
and to report for service, but it is 
God’s job to take the yielded life 
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and place it wherever His judgment 
suggests. 
Attitude Toward Work. 


Let us look next at the implica- 
tions of this text with reference to 
God and His attitude toward the work 
and the workers. The first fact which 
emerges from the statement is that 
God actually has work to be done. 
Christians would live more vigorously 
if they realized this fact with the 
same vividness that an employe sees 
the actual work which his employer 
wants done. To grasp this fact would 
mean that Christians would cease 
moping and mulling about in aimless 
living, sitting around in destructive 
idleness, loafing around with no def- 
inite purpose in living and merely 
existing to pass the hours away. There 
is work to be done. We need to catch 
the gleam that seemed to go before 
our Lord night and day. ‘My father 
worketh hitherto and I work.’ 

“Another exceedingly important 
fact, which we receive by inference 
from this text, is that men are the 
only creatures that can do God's 
work. We are perfectly safe in going 
even further and say that God: has 
work to be done that He Himself 
cannot do except through men. This 
is not the place to raise any question 
in regard to the divine economy o 
things, as to why this should be true 
or should not be true, but it is a 
fact that Good’s wisdom, in working 
out a program of service for man’s 
happiness and development of His 
own glory, did choose to make the 
redeemed of this earth His associates 
in service. ‘We are workers together 
with God.’ These lines are right when 
they say: 


„Christ has no hands but our hands, 


To do His work today; 
He has no feet but our feet, 
To lead men in His way; 


He has no tongues but our tongues, 


To tell men how He died: 
He has no help but our help, 
To bring them to His side.’

ore mines and the coal mines are con- 
tiguous and that situation makes for 


understanding. 
“But above all, the return of the 


Saar to Germany would remove the 
last of the territorial sore spots ac- 
tively irritated. The first step was 
the arno treaty which definitely 
settled the question of Alsace-Lor- 
raine.“ 

It will be recalled that Dr. Luther 
was chancellor of the reich when the 
treaty of Locarno was signed. His 
first government lasted through 1925, 
and his second ended in April, 1926. 

Hitler’s Contribution. 

“But,” continued Dr. Luther, “the 
greatest peace movement made since 
the World War was the treaty be- 
tween Germany and Poland for a 
period of ten years. This was Hitler’s 
magnificent contribution to peace in 
Europe—the Locarno treaty of the 
east it has been called. 

“It seems to me that the newspapers 
of America did not sense fully how 
big and vital this treaty with Po- 
land ‘was at the time. Those of you 
who have been into East Prussia an 
seen the mutilation of our country by 
the so-called Polish corridor have some 
measure of Germany’s sacrifice and 
her contribution to a peaceful solu- 
tiof of a barrying situation. With 
these three danger spots—Alsace-Lor- 
raine, the Polish corrider and the Saar 
—removed, the minds of all Europe 
could have a rest except for the plague 
of the disarmament. problem. 


Not Fully Appreciated. 


“It seems so difficult to make this 
situation fully appreciated. The 
United States, though having a part 
in ordaining the terms of the Ver- 
sailles instrument, has seemed to have 
no acute interest in terms accepted 
by European signatories. Under the 
terms of this document, Germany was 
to disarm and decreases of armaments 
by other European nations was to fol- 
low. Newspapermen need not be told 
that the only nation to disarm was 
Germany. Others, instead of decreas- 
ing armaments increased them. Look 
at the arms situation in almost every 
country today as compared to 1913. 

“Nations on the same continent are 
like members of a family. If there is 
partiality shown to several children as 
against one, it is logical that in the 
isolated child’s heart will be created 
unhappiness and bitterness, Germany 
asks only to be considered on a level 
with the other great nations with 
which she is in contact. It is not 
Germany that by action abrogated the 
disarmament requirements of Ver- 
sailles.“ 

Viewing U. 8S. Problems. 

It must be with unusual interest 
that Dr. Luther is observing the ef- 
forts and methods of the United 
States to put an end to unemploy- 
ment and to set business on its feet. 
For the present German ambassador 
to the United States was president of 
the Reichbank when Von Schleicher 
took over the old Von Papen cabinet. 
Von Schleicher named Gereke as com- 
missioner for creating employment and 
gave him the rank of a cabinet officer. 
The “Gereke plan” was a combination 
of inflation and public works. Gereke 
insisted the Reichbank to advance 
money without interest to municipali- 
ties. Dr Lather, an opponent of in- 
flation, opposed Gereke’s. plan, and a 


| compromise was effected. An amount 


of funds lower than Gereke wanted 
and paying a small interest was ad- 
vanced to cities and towns. 

It is interesting to recall that Dr. 
Luther, in addition to serving as chan- 
cellor, was minister of finance. While 
occupying the latter post, he appoint- 
ed Hjalmar Schacht president of the 
Reichsbank. Later he succeeded 
Schacht and in 1933 Schacht succeed- 
ed Dr. Luther, who was named Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States.

If Saar Is Returned to Germany 


LONDON, Jan. 13.—(4)—Hermamn | 
Roechling, industrial king of the Saar 
and a constant adviser of Chancellor 
Hitler, was quoted in the Sunday Ex- 
press today as saying 3,000 Germans 
must go into exile as soon as the Saar 
returns to Germany. 

Roechling issued a warning that “a 
certain number of communists will be 
sent to concentration camps unless 
they are converted into honest peo- 
ple,” said the Express. 

An interview with Roechling, whose 
son learned American industrial meth- 
ods as. a laborer in Chicago mills, 


was telegraphed from Saarbruecken 


by the Express correspondent, C. A. 
Lyon, who called his pronouncements 
‘the most frank and important state- 
ment made by anyone since the Saar

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THE BONUS SITUATION 


The development of suffiicent 
bonus opposition in the senate to 
prevent the overriding of a veto by 
the president does not necessarily 
mean the fight for bonus payments 
of some kind will be entirely un- 
successful. It is more probable that 
a compromise will be reached that 
will be satisfactory to the president 
and a veto thus be eliminated. The 
chief effect is likely to be a decided 
lessening in the confidence hereto- 
fore exhibited by the pro-bonus 
forces. 

The recent letter of President 
Roosevelt in which he outlined his 
reasons for opposing a full cash 
payment to the veterans at this 
time received wide indorsement in 
the press, both democratic and re- 
publican, throughout the country, 
and a favorable public reaction that 
has brought about a definite lessen- 
ing of the probability that the full 
bonus demands will be successful.

In his letter on the bonus, the 
president admirably summed up the 
arguments why it should not be paid 
in full at the present time. The ques- 
tion has given rise to much 
tion, and it may give rise to more 
when it comes up in the next ses- 
sion of congress, but not if the ex- 
ample of the president is followed. 
Proceeding on the assumption that ad- 
vyocates of payment are guilty of mis- 
understanding rather than of selfish- 
ness, he endeavored in his letter 10 
reason the matter out simply, dispas- 
sionately and sympathetically.

“TOLERATED” CRIMINALS 

Responsibility for mach of the 
violence incident to present labor 
controversies is laid by former Sec- 
retary of War Newton D. Baker to 
the evils of the prohibition era. 

In discussing in a recent article 
in the Atlantic Monthly the after 
effects of the worst period of crime 
and debauchery in the history of 
the country, Mr. Baker emphasizes

The cloak of respectability and partial 
immunity from police control soon ex- 
tended over a much wider field of 
operations, and gunmen, educated to 
protect rum-running, extended their 
rackets into labor controversies so that 
the free bargaining between employer 


aleo and employe, sought to be assured by 


recent federal legislation, has with in- 
creasing frequency become a conflict 
between the employer, denied police 
protection, and the employe repre- 
sented, whether he wants to be or 
not, by determined men who have 
taken force into their own hands, vio- 
lently destroying property and intimi- 
dating employer and employe alike as 
they cruise around from one place to 
another calling themselves the shock 
troops in the labor war. 

Georgia and other southern 
states have not failed to suffer from 
the adoption of gangster methods 
in labor troubles. We are no dif- 
ferent from other sections in the 
increase in the criminal class and 
in the development of hi-jacking 
and other new phases of crime. 

lf anything has ever been con- 
clusively demonstrated it is the 
utter folly of trying to enforce laws 
to which a majority, or any material 
portion, of the people of America 
are opposed. The result is that 
the longer these laws stay on the 
statute books, the worse become 
the evils created by them. 


UNFORTUNATE SHELBYVILLE 

The tragic toll to be expected 
when passion and prejudice leads 
to rioting is illustrated in the death 
of three persons, the burning of 
the courthouse, and the reflection 
upon the good name of an out- 
standing community that resulted 
from the recent attempt of an en- 
raged mob to seize a negro being 
held by the authorities in Shelby- 
ville, Tenn. : 

Shelbyville is one ot the oldest 
and most substantial towns of Ten- 
nessee. Its inhabitants are as fine 
people as are to be found in any 
American community. But their 
beautiful courthouse is in ashes, 
with valuable records destroyed, 
and the good name of the commu- 
nity has been besmirched by the 
acts of a mob led by drunken 
rowdies, many of them not inhabit- 
ants of the town, that attempted 
to defy the forces of law and 
order. 

Public sentiment in this fine 
southern town is reflected by the 
Bedford Times, published at Shelby- 
ville, in the statement that— 


Bedford county is emerging from 
the throes of a frightful and soul- 
harrowing tragedy. Our heads were 
bowed in grief for days. The mis- 
fortune which befell us came unex- 
pectedly—without warning—the shock 
was depressing. 

Bedford countians are not law- 
breakers, as the entire world has been 
made to believe. No higher type of 
men and women live anywhere—they 
are heads of Christian homes, rear 
their children in the Christian faith, 
respect the laws of the land, and de- 
fend their country when in peril. 
They are not perfect—they are sub- 
ject to the frailties of humanity—but 
their weaknesses are not of the heart, 
they are not vicious. 

In defending the action of the 
militia in firing into the mob at 
Shelbyville, the Nashville Tennes- 
sean points out that “it was the 
sovereign law of the state that was 
assaulted by the mob, and it was 
the sovereignty of the law that was 
being upheld there by Sheriff 
Gant, the governor and the state 
guard. It was the law of the state 
being defended against ‘lynch law.’ 
It was the government of the state 
protecting a county against the rule 
of the mob.” 

Some unthinking critics in other 
sections have condemned the entire 
population of Shelbyville for the re- 
grettable rioting and its heavy toll 
in life and property. No fair per- 
son will fail to realize the injustice 
of such criticism, nor to sympa- 
thize with the fine people of this 
community in the shadow thrown 
over them by the acts of liquor and 
passion-inflamed rowdies.

The Pontine Marshes. 

Signor Mussolini recently inaugu- 
rated the new province of Littoria, 
which embraces the whole area affect- 
ed by the Pontine marshes _reclama- 


tended by the prefects of Italy’s oth- 
er 92 provinces and by farmers and 


laborers, largely ex-soldiers who have 


been transplanted from Venetia, Emil- 
ia and other distant regions. These 
new inhabitants taking part in the 
popular festiyal wore the traditional 
costumes of their old homes and danc- 
ed their local dances. Mussolini, him- 
self, if we may judge by the photo- 
graphs which were taken on the oc- 
casion, wore a sort of Russian great- 
coat. The Duce scattered some seed in 
the earth and made a short speech. 

The dry-making of the Pontine 
marshes is a creditable performance. 
It is much better to win a province 
that way than by conquering it from 
a neighbor. Sitting in Tunis here, 
where the Italian press circulates 
largely, owing to the fact that there 
are more Italian in Tunis than 
Frenchmen, I read all the reports on 
the great reclamation scheme. When 
I was all through I had to smile a 
little. The Italian papers, of course, 
gave credit, to fascism for that job. 
Making allowance for Latin efferves- 
cence, there was such a striking note 


of exaggeration in those reports, that 
I could not help thinking of little 
Holland where they turned a sea into 
dry land and did not say a word about 
it. At any rate the Dutch weren’t so 
foolish as to say: This new province 
which we have added is the result of 
the democratic form of government. 
They did the job, that’s all. 
€ 


| Abyssinia Vs. Italy. 


A serious incident has occhrred on 
the frontier of the Italian colony of 
Somaliland on the Red sea and the 
empire of Abyssinia. Abyssinian 
tribesmen, so says one report, fi 
upon an Italian patrol. Another re- 
port has it the other way around, 
Whatever the case, the incident was 
foreseen. Everybody familiar with the 
ambitions of Italy in that part of 
Africa knew that some such frontier 
quarrel was to break out some day or 
other. Three years ago the Negus, of 
Abyssinia, laid a report before the 
League of Nations charging that Great 
Britain and Italy had concluded — 
secret agreement to divide his country 
between them. This charge greatly 
embarrased the British, since they had 
been the sponsors in introducing Abys- 
sinia into the League. Nothing further 
was heard of that complaint until 
this summer when Italian troops 
crossed the Abyssinian frontier at one 
point and built a stronghold from 
which they could not be dislodged. 

The Italians claim that there is no 
exact knowledge of where the fron- 
tiers run. At the same time the Ne- 
gus of Abyssinia granted a large tract 
of land to a Japanese concern for the 
plantation of cotton. When he did 
this it was a foregone conclusion that 
Italy would react: most sharply.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—There is all-absorbing gossip 
in the upper strata now about whether the supreme 
court is going to wreck the New Deal. 

President Roosevelt managed to emit a more or less hearty imi- 
tation of a laugh the other day when asked if he had considered the 
possibility that the court might knock out his gold policy. That 
was the only answer he gave. 

However, the pointed questions asked by Chief Justice Hughes 
in the gold case hearings and the court decision against the Ickes 
oil control frightened all the New Deal lawyers out of their wits. 
They have been scurrying around for days to get a line on the 
court so they will knowewhat to expect. 

Their private and unofficial report has undoubtedly reached Mr. 
Roosevelt’s ear by this time. It is to the effect that the New Deal 
has nothing to fear. Se | 


REASONING Go up to ten lawyers who heard the recent court 
arguments. Nine will tell you they believe the 

New Deal gold action was unconstitutional. They will add immedi- 

ately that if they were members of the court today they would 

nevertheless uphold it. 

The fact is the main section of the constitution has not been 

put on paper. It is the rule of reason. 

Few judges anywhere will hold painfully to the letter of the law 
if it will cause injustice. Also few will be inclined to interpret the 
constitution meticulously if it means national financial disorder. 

Court procedure has roped Judges off and given them a judicial 
mien, but they still read the newspapers and the election returns as 
well as law books.

that the states would repay the ad- 
vances. Deduction will be made from 
subsequent federal relief grants, they 
said, to this end. 

Among states which will have to 
spend more for the unemployables 
than they are now providing for all 
relief are: Alabama, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Kentucky. Louisiana.

What becomes of a country when 
other nations take all its land away? 
That happened to Poland 140 years 
ago. It was “gobbled up” by Prus- 
sia, Russia and Austria. Not a stick 
or a stone was left under the rule of 


A palace once used by a king in 
Warsaw. 


Yet Poland stayed just where it 
had been before. The people were 


were forced to fight on both sides. 
Their losses were great. Poland be- 
came a blood-drenched battleground. 
The Germans captured Warsaw, and 
held it for three years. 

At the close of the war, Poland 
was made an independent nation once 
more, and was declared a republic. 
Both men and women were allowed 
to vote to elect the president. 

Warsaw, capital of the republic, is 
a fast-growing city, the present popu- 
lation being close to one and a quar 


| ter millions, 


Two famous royal palaces, exist in 
Warsaw. One of them, the Lazienki, 
is noted for its beautiful gardens, and 
for the pool of water which reflects 
the building. The other is now the 
home of the president. wr 2. 

Statues of great Poles stand in 
public parks or near public buildings 
in Warsaw. These men include Fred- 
eric Chopin, a master of music, and 
Copernicns, “father of modern as- 
tronomy.” bat 

Nicolas Copernicus lived before the 
telescope was invented. He was 19 
years of age when Columbus made hig 
first voyage to the new world. 

Even though he did not have a 
telescope, Copernicus gave close study 
to the motions of the planets, and 
the seeming daily motion of the sun. 
At last he wrote a book in which he 
said that the earth and other planets 
moved around the sun. This was 
a startling thing to say; but in later 
years it was proved beyond doubt.

dence today that mysterious airplanes 

seen flying over northern Norway dur- 

recent months are Russian, and 

that their flights are part of soviet 
tary maneuvers. 

By establishing listening posts, the 
newspaper stated, it has been possible 
to determine that equally mysterious 
radio signals, apparently guiding the 
airplanes, originate on the Russian 
side of the Finnish-Russian border. 

The listening posts have reported 
identification of some 50 different let- 
ter groups, of which only two have 
1 to the international code 


In a warning to the Scandinavian 
countries as to the significance of 
Russian military operations, the Ti- 
dens Tegn said: 

The flights and signals must be 
part of Russian military maneuvers, 
the aim of which is to ascertain to 
what extent it is possible to meet an 
eventual aggressor coming from the 
northwest, and if it is possible to de- 
stroy hostile ships while they are 
still in the Atlantic or Arctic ocean. 

“Naturally, the intense activity on 
Russia's arctic front during the last 
years has a meaning. Russia now 
has her triple transport and de- 
fense line north of Leningrad: The 
Murmansk railway, the canal, and the 


airway system, the last including ser 


eral highly modern subterranean han- 
gare and airdromes. 

“This is undoubtedly the real back- 
ground and purpose of the mysterious 
airplanes and radio signals. The sit- 
uation promises no bright future for 
the Scandinavian countries, which 
will find themselves between the nails 
of the belligerent powers during an 
eventual warlike settlement on the bor- 
ders of the Arctic ocean.” 

An oposition newspaper, the Aft- 
enposten. asserted the investigations 
of the Tidens Tegn were not conclu- 
sive since they were stopped by Nor- 
wegian military authorities who them- 
— are conducting an investiga- 
tion.

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Basic Policy Unchanged 
But Revisions Are Ex- 
pected To Thaw 3 Bil- 
lion of Frozen Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(UP)— 
‘he securities and exchange commis- 
sion tonight announced new regula- 
tions designed to smash the ice-jam 
of frozen capital and permit, some 
$3,000,000,000 of new securities to 
flow down the recovery channel. 

In the most far-reaching financial 
step of the stock market commission, 
Chairman, Joseph P. Kennedy made 
public new regulations for simplify- 
ing registration requirements for is- 
suers of new securities, cutting away 
the red tape that has caused a great 
deal of criticism. 

The simplified regulations, Ken- 
nedy believes, clear up a lot of un- 
certainty as to exactly what is re- 
quired under the 1933 securities act 
to prevent issuers from incurring dras- 
tic civil and criminal penalties. 

Prospective issuers are fur 
with a “primer” of definitions by the 
securities commission, so that in fil- 
ing information, explanations accom- 
panying each paragraph of the blank 
make clear exactly what is wanted. 

The revised regulations while tech- 
nical in their nature, involve briefer 
information and more relevant facts. 

Old Information Costly. 

In the past, business firms have 
found some of the required informa- 
tion costly to secure and considered 
much of it as irrelevant to security 
issuance as the ordinary job appli- 


cant considers the requirement for 
listing his grandmother's maiden 
name. . 

For example, the information pre- 
viously required by the commission on 
patents made it necessary for one 
large steel company to secure, at con- 
siderable cost for research, enough 
material to fill six large books. Un- 
der the new regulations, if patents 
have any aay, Sage the security 1s- 
sue, they must described briefly; 


otherwise they need not be listed. 

The regulations also obviate the 
necessity for filing detailed financial 
history of the issuing corporation for 
years past. It defines a “seasoned 
and going concern” as one whose rec- 
ord of earnings for the three years 
previous is satisfactory to the com- 


mission.

NEW LABORLANS 


‘TO BE PROPOSED 


Unionization of All In- 
dustry Aim of Legisla- 
tion Being Drafted. 


(Copyright, 1985, by the Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—()— 
Legislation frankly designed to pro- 
mote unionization of almost all in- 
dustry will be proposed to President 
Roosevelt soon by one group of his 
principal labor relations advisers. 

This same administration group will 
suggest that the various labor rela- 
tions boards be stripped of their en- 
forcement powers, that “majority 
rule” be written into the law . and 
that labor’s right to strike be sub- 
ject to supervision. The word as to 
the plan being drafted was given to- 
day by informed persons who declined 
to be quoted. 

These 8 will be handed to 
Mr. Roosevelt when he starts confer- 
ences on NRA revision. They are 
modeled closely after the provisions of 
the railway labor act. There were 
no indications as to the president’s 
attitude. 

Meantime, Senator Wagner, demo- 
crat, New York, is redrafting his la- 
bor disputes bill of last session. Wag- 
ner, first chairman of the national 
labor board, expects to introduce his 
measure after further conferences with 
the president, labor board members 
and union labor chiefs, 

In its present tentative form, the 
Wagner bill would continue the labor 
relations boards with their present 
powers and duties, prohibit. employer 
assistance to employes in form labor 
organizations (outlaw the company 
uniog), and provide for “majority 
rule.” The principal boards are the 
national labor relations board, the 
steel, textile, longshoremen’s and au- 
tomobile boards and various code 
boards. 

Although he declined to be quoted 
for publication, one member of the 
group which will suggest the drastic 
revision of industrial Jabor law finds 
the trouble with the present law in 
its “confused wording.

There are one or more employable 
persons in 88 per cent of the families 
receiving federal aid in Atlanta, a 
survey conducted by the government 
revealed Sunday.

11 per cent of households in large 
southern cities would still require out- 
side aid because they have no one to 
provide for them. 

The government’s survey in the 
south included the cities of Atlanta, 
Washington, Baltimore, New Orleans, 
Houston and Birmingham and wide 
variations were found in the percen- 
tage of families on federal aid hav- 
ing one or more employable persons 
between the ages of 16 and 64.

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Earhart Flight Viewed by 
Leaders: as Forerunner 
of Regular Schedules. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 183—(P) 
Aviation leaders here predicted today 
Amelia Earhart Putnam's 2,400-mile 
solo flight from Hawaii to the main- 
land would help to speed inaugura- 
tion of commercial service already 
contemplated over the Patific. 

Among the first words uttered by 
‘the famous aviatrix as she landed 
in Oakland yesterday were: 

“Commercial flights are feasible. 
In fact, they are inevitable, and we 
will be flying everywhere within a 
short time.” 

Among aviation executives echoing 
that forecast today was M. M. Burns, 
manager of the Pacific Airmotive 
Corporation, wis helped not only 
Miss Earhart, but Sir Charles Kings- 
ford-Smith and Flight Lieutenant C. 
T. P. Ulm in their efforts to develop 
Pacific air transportation. 

The safety factor in aviation has 
risen greatly since the Dole flight, 
they said. 

Miss Earhart spanned the longest 
all-water gap on any airlane in the 
world, 2,408 miles, wthout any se- 
rious trouble. 

Potent argument for trans-Pacific 
aerial lines was the epochal flight 
from* Australia to Oakland by way 
of Hawaii in November, by Kings- 
ford-Smith and his navigator, Captain 
P. G. Taylor. This was the first flight 
eastward and, like Amelia’s, was 
made with a single-motored plane. 
These flights and recent negotia- 
tions between air line officials have 
centered the world’s attention on the 
Pacific as the future field for com- 
mercial aviation. 

A 26-passenger, 20-ton flying boat 
similar to those used on West Indies 
and United States-South American 
lines is being tested for an explora- 
tion flight by Pan-American Airways 
in the spring.
